and in tiw hope you will order compliance withthe time specifications of the 
"ifroedoni of information Act”* 

You are, no doubt, familiar with tho two medical reports raleecad by 
your department the nigit before the hearing in Judge Ha lleck* « court on the 
action brought by Now Orleans District Attorney Jim Garrison in hie successful 
petition to have access to the pictures end X-rays of the autopsy performed on 
President Kennedy made available to him* These aeaieel reports were m de to your 
department by the atitopsy surgeons in 1967 and. by a special panel convoked by 
your department, in 1968, and, in final form, were filed in court# 

I am writing to rea.uest access tc the raw meteriols of theea reports. 
By this I mean notes, rough drafts, final panel drafts, individual reports by 
any of the panel members or advisors and relevant correspondence and memoranda, 
etc# If, ns 1 have reason to believe, tho report of the special panel was edited, 
I would like to know by whom and on whose orders# By "panel" here, I mean both 
groups, end by notes and memoranda, I also mean to include any minutes of th6ir 
mettings, deliberation®, comments, etc# In the ©vent some of tuia was verbal, I 
also would like anything committed to poper se e result or in pursuance of 
requests not nxado in writing and responses# If either panel made requests for 
evidence either denied or not msde available and there is no written record, I 
hope you will enquire into this, becaueeoof the nature of tie subject, and tell 
me what wos not made available, by whose declaiop or order, end why* 

If you will look into thin, you will find that material described 
above was made publia by your department when it suited departmental purposes 
or convenience# 

I would Ilk® to be able to examine these files end. If they are 
useful In my writing end research, porkeps obtain electrostatic copies of parte. 

Because It may slip your mind, 1 take tne liberty of reminding you 
that the "Freedom of Inf rmetion Act" does require prompt response. A hope in 
this instance it will be done.
